Firpo has smartly decided to spend

The South Amer- 
ican likes the United States, he feels 
kindly toward the people and realiz- 
es that t'his' country, has been good 
io him. 


There ,is no reason why Americans 


should not 'be nice to 
Fdrpb and 


should not treat him hospitably; He 
is a very: high class fellow, ai likable 
chap and 'he has a wealth of person- 
ality. 


All of the writers «rho followed 


Pirpo through his training ' for the 
Dempsey fiftht grew to like him as 
most of them like the champion. Fir- 


30% frankness, a quality of charac- 
ter that ia . rare among pugilists,
